Staggering Figures on Luxury. 


There lias been considerable comment in the papers of late 


on 
:a statement given out by Miss Edith Strauss, head of the 


women's activities division'of (he Department of Justice cam- 
paign against the high cost of living. She states thai the peo- 
ple of the country are spending nearly nine billion dollars a 
year for luxuries, in the list of which arc included such articles 
as motor cars, pianos, carpets and luxurious clothing, tobacco, 
candy soft drinks, elc. The tobacco bill exceeds two billions 
and the bill for motor cars aiidjheir parts is about as much. 
1-igurcs are given showing the amounts spent for candy and 
luxuries of practically all kinds, the whole resulting in the 
g^and total given above. 


But to define a luxury is n'ol the easiest task iii the world, 


for the reason (hat what-is a luxury for one may easily he a 
necessity to another. 
Take the automobile, f.or instance. 


While thousands of.lhcse machines are luxuries to their own- 
ers, there are oilier thousands that are as necessary as horses 
ever were. All know that the use of the automobile for busi- 
ness purposes has increased very rapidly in Hie las! few years 
and is still increasing. Musical instruments and .good clothes 
may be classed as luxuries if one is so disposed, as might al- 
most everything except enough lo eat and such clolliing as 
would adequately protect the body against the elements. 


But civilized'people want more than these and are entitled 


to them. The gratification of a taste for the good things of 
life is legitimate so long as it is kept within proper bounds, and 
what the proper bounds are depends upon the circumstances 
of the individual, 


In ,a broad sense perhaps as good a cfelinil'ion as any of 


luxury is that which yields no specific material returns; that 
which could be dispensed with without the sacrifice of creature 
comfort or mental satisfaction. 
Bui it will he easily seen that 


no rule could apply lo all people alike. Circumstances allc'r 
cases. A piano thai is a luxury in,one home might easily be 
regarded as a necessity in another. An automobile maintained 
for mere pleasure riding must be regarded as a luxury, but the 
physician without one might as well take in his shingle and 
retire from practice. 


There is not .much profit in the study of such figures and 


telling how much belter oil' ihe world would be if those who 
arc playing pianos were hoeing potatoes or working in the 
garden, and if those who ar,e driving automobiles for pleasure 
wcre^sawing wood.-1 The race is entitled to something more 


"''frv!in'p'i!btecilioii<^g?iifci starvation and freezing, and while il is 


true that too many people spend money foolishly for 'things 
which they cannot actually afford, if is foolish to pile up 
figures lo convey (lie impression that the, country is going lo 
Ihe dogs through indulgence in luxury. 


The wise thing is for men and women to use judgment in 


(heir expenditures and to decide for themselves wlial luxuries 
they can afford to have, and wlial il will be belter lo go with- 
out. 
While the tendency to indulge in luxuries is admittedly 


strong at the present lime, there is no occasion for alarm be- 
cause a,wonian official who is well paid for her lime compiles 
a fable of figures lo show that the American people are an- 
nually spending "billions for luxuries!" * "
